ITALY AND JUGO SLAVS.

QUARREL DUE TO OLD MISTAKEN 
FEAR,

Rudolph Foa, an Italien journalist, 
hag given me a_ statement concerming 
Italy and the Jugo-Stays which I believe 
represents the saner Italian view, 

‘A few Italians, even before the war,” 
says the atatement, ‘worked for closer 
afiliation between the Jugo-SInva and 
Italy. Their investigations in Central 
Europe and in the Levaat convinced them 
that pan-Germanism was o common 
danger for Italy and for the Slav peo- 
ples subject to Austrin-Hungary, and 
that the triumph of the German policy 
could have germanized finally Tricste, 
the Adriatic and the T ino, 

“For this reason Ita ught to make 
fundamental changes in its foreign 
policy. It ought to consider the Slavs on 
the other side of the Adriatic as allies 
against the danger uf pan-Germanism. 

“Unfortunately, the Italian official 
view, which looked upon the triple 
alliance og cternal,believed rather in the 
Slay danger than in’ that of pan-Ger- 
manism. This official view considered 
the Jugo-Slavs ag confederates of Great 
Russia and believed that the alliance 
with Germany guaranteed Italy against 
the pan-Slavic danger. , 

“This conception hag noy been com- 
pletely destroyed by the war. Only late 
in the war the government was pushed by 
an exigency of the war to adopt a more 
favourable attitudy toward the different 
nationalities of Austria. Thig new friend. 
ly attitude toward the Slavs of Austria- 
Hungary played an important part inJe 
the dissolution of Austria . 

“Unhappily, after the common vie 
Lory, regrettable incidents began an era 
of bad relationship between Italy and 
the Slavs of the south. TI refer to the dis. 
orderg of Fiume and the resulting presa 
campaign. : 

“ Exteriar influences continue to play 
a part in the relations between Italy and 
the southern Slavs. Unhappily the 
Croats and the Blovencs are not yet 
sufficiently removed from the old Austria 
relatiuns to eseape their subtle influence. 
What remains of old Austria bas had a 
Taoment of success in ita traditional 
policy of spreading dissension between 
Italians and Jugo-Slavs, 

“The delivery by the Austrian autho- 
rities of their fleet to the Jugo-Slavs was 
intended to bring about the troubles be- 
tween the Italians and the Jugo-Slava, 
which actually resulted. What made this 
Austrian intrigue easier of accomplish- 
ment wag the traditional hatred of the 
Croatians against Italians, 

“On the other hand, the relations be- 
tween the Italiens and Serbs are most 
cordial. Austria followed the policy of 

ushing Slav expansion and emigration 
into those territories where Italians were 
in the majority, as at Trieste. This 
policy had its intended result of making 
the conflict more intense between Italians, 
end Croats. : 

"Finally, one of the elements which 
play an important part in the minds of 
many Italians is the fact thay the Italian 
civilization and culture, which exist on 
tho cast of the Adriatic in such towns as 
Zaz, Sebinico, Ragusa, so full of the 
bess in Italian art, will disappear under 
the lack of understanding and the dis- 
orderg of these Slavs of Balkan origin 
and tendencies, The situation ig ve:y 
difficult owing to the intensity of pas- 
sions of nationalism increased by the 
war, 

“Unfortunately the governments of 
Europe still under the old system of in- 
dividua} national egotism show an in- 
clination to make use of and stimulate 
these passions without any realization of 
the danger which such a policy involves. 


Thig situation should not be allowed to]’ P 


destroy the development of a magnificent 
programme of a friendship and collabora- 
tion between Italy and the Jugo-Bleva. 
The allies, especially America, should in- 
tervene to smooth out disagreements and 
decide them with 2 spirit of justice and 
impartiality. Italy must adopt a policy 
of broad moderation and wisdom. 
“Italy wrongly feared the danger of 


Rugsian pan-Slavism. Sho must now re-}° ! 


alize that the solidarity which exists 
among the Slavs of Austria-Hungary will 
create a new form of pan-Slaviam real 
and much more dangerous if it is hostile 
to Italy. 

“The state of mind of the most 
fanatical Italiang on this subject is a 
most regrettable symptom.’
